Students  predict  elections

One  hundred  students  voted 
in  a  Stuff  sponsored  straw 
poll  recently  at  Saint  Joseph's. 
These  students  were  asked  to 
select  one  of  the  four  major 
contenders  for  the  Presidency 
in  1984.  The  results  were  tab¬ 
ulated  by  a  member  of  the 
Stuff  staff  with  the  following 
results: 

Ronald  Reagan  (R)  .  59% 

Gary  Hart  (D) . 27% 

Walter  Mondale  (D)  .11% 

Jesse  Jackson  (D)  4% 

Students  were  also  asked  to 
comment  on  their  reasons  for 
choosing  a  particular  candi¬ 
date.  About  one-third  of  the 
students  polled  chose  to  do 
so,  but  comments  ranged  from 
the  serious  to  the  humorous. 

Those  who  chose  President 
Reagan  seemed  to  feel  that  he 
had  done  a  “good  job"  thus 
far,  that  he  had  turned  the 
economy  onto  the  right  track 
and  that  he  needs  another 
term  to  fully  implement  his 
foreign  and  domestic  policies. 
Foreign  policy  and  military 
affairs  had  both  pro  and  con 
comments.  One  student’s 
vote  was  simply:  “Reagan: 
Military  spending."  Another 
felt  that  Reagan  was  the 
lesser  of  four  evils  and  ex¬ 
pressed  the  hope  that  he  have 
a  “good  running-mate,  be¬ 
cause  chances  are,  he  will  end 
up  running  the  country.”  But 
one  comment  was  short  and 
strong,  “He’s  done  a  good  job 
and  he  doesn’t  take  any  (ex¬ 
pletive  deleted)  from  any¬ 
body.” 

The  major  comment  regard¬ 
ing  the  closest  contender 
Gary  Hart  was  the  fact  that 
he  was  “new  and  young 
blood.”  Other  students  men¬ 
tioned  his  personality  and  op¬ 
timism.  One  student  felt  that 
Hart  had  not  “alienated 
voters,”  and  another  stated 
that,  “.  .  .  his  foreign  policies 


and  goals  for  the  country  pro¬ 
mote  peace  and  human  digni¬ 
ty,  yet  do  not  lose  sight  of  the 
realistic  environment  of  to¬ 
day’s  world." 

Of  those  who  commented 
on  Mondale,  one  did  not  like 
Republicans  or  dark  horse 
candidates,  one  felt  that  he 
had  the  experience,  and  one 
would  vote  for  Mondale 
because  he  looks  like  their 
father. 

Jesse  Jackson  had  the 
poorest  poll  results,  but  75% 
of  his  backers  chose  to  com¬ 
ment  on  his  abilities.  One  felt 
that  Jackson  is  a  shrewd 
politician  and  another  indi¬ 
cates  that  Jackson  will  have  a 
rainbow  coalition. 

We  are  going  to  have  to 
wait  until  school  is  out  before 
the  Democratic  Convention 
chooses  its  candidate  to  run 
against  President  Reagan, 
but  based  on  the  Stuff  poll  it 
might  well  be  a  Reagan  -  Hart 
race  for  the  White  House. 

Those  who  wish  to  vote  in 
the  upcoming  Presidential 
election  must  do  one  of  two 
things: 

1)  You  must  register  to 
vote  in  your  hometown 
precinct  (prior  to  Octo¬ 
ber  first  in  most  states.) 

2)  You  must  register  to 
vote  in  Jasper  County 
as  a  student. 

To  accomplish  the  first  step, 
go  to  your  Clerk  of  Court  in 
the  county  seat  of  the  state  in 
which  you  claim  permanent 
residence  and  register.  You 
must  then  apply  for  an  absen¬ 
tee  ballot  if  you  are  not  able 
to  vote  in  your  precinct  on 
November  fourth.  Absentee 
ballots  are  mailed  and  must 
be  returned  by  a  specific  date 
prior  to  the  election  as  re¬ 
quired  by  state  law.  Each 
state  differs  so  you  must 
check  your  local  voting  regu¬ 
lations  at  the  Clerk's  Office. 


It  is  suggested  that  an  absen¬ 
tee  ballot  be  returned  by  cer¬ 
tified  mail  to  ensure  that  it 
reaches  the  proper  authorities. 

If  a  student  wishes  to  vote 
in  Jasper  County,  he  or  she 
may  register  to  vote  at  the 
County  Clerk’s  Office  in  the 
Courthouse.  You  must  be  able 
to  prove  that  you  are  a  stu¬ 
dent  on  temporary  residence 
and  that  you  are  of  legal  vot¬ 
ing  age.  Keep  in  mind  that  if 
you  are  a  student  from  a  state 
other  than  Indiana,  but  regis¬ 
tered  in  Jasper  County,  you 
will  only  be  able  to  vote  for 
Federal  and  Indiana  officials. 
For  example,  if  you  are  regis¬ 
tered  in  Jasper  County,  you 
will  not  be  able  to  cast  your 
vote  for  the  governor  of  Illi¬ 
nois  (if  that  is  your  home 
state).  It  is  senseless  to  vote 
for  officials  who  will  not 
govern  you  after  you  leave 
school. 

By  voting  an  absentee 
ballot,  you  are  able  to  exercise 
your  right  to  vote  for  state  of¬ 
ficials  who  will  be  serving  you 
after  your  graduation.

Reflections  of  1983  — 


Recruiting?  Even  at  Saint  Joe

It  is  a  fairly  quiet  time  of 
year  in  Alumni  Fieldhouse. 
Spring  is  here  and  with  it 
baseball,  softball,  tennis  and 
track,  sports  that  practice 
and  play,  or  are  supposed  to 
anyway,  outside.  Spring  foot¬ 
ball  is  over  and  with  it,  for  the 
first  time  in  months,  the  train¬ 
ing  room  no  longer  resembles 
Grand  Central  Station. 

But  do  not  be  fooled  just 
because  there  are  not  two  or 
three  basketball  teams  prac¬ 
ticing  every  day.  There  is  still 
a  lot  of  work  going  on  in  the 
coaches  offices,  it  is  recruiting 
season  at  Saint  Joseph’s. 

Recruiting?  Now  hold  it  a 
minute,  isn't  that  something 
Indiana  University  and  Notre 
Dame  do?  Absolutely,  but  so 
does  SJC.  The  Pumas  may  not 
spend  the  same  amount  of 
money  that  I.U.  or  ND  spend 
on  recruiting,  but  there  are 
still  thousands  of  letters  sent 
out  and  countless  hours  of 
phone  calls  and  campus  visits 
spent  towards  trying  to  re¬ 
cruit  prospective  student- 
athletes. 


According  to  Athletic  Di¬ 
rector  and  Assistant  Basket¬ 
ball  coach  Bill  Hogan,  there 
are  three  general  ways  Saint 
Joseph’s  finds  out  about  pros¬ 
pective  recruits. 

One  is  through  a  mass  mail¬ 
ing  effort  to  high  school  Ath¬ 
letic  Directors  and  Coaches, 
asking  them  to  refer  names  of 
student-athletes  that  might 
be  interested  in  SJC.  The  sec¬ 
ond  way  is  through  referrals 
from  family,  friends  and  play¬ 
ers.  Finally,  there  are  the 
phone  calls  the  coaches  re¬ 
ceive.  Callers  that  as  Hogan 
describes  it  say,  “I’ve  got  a 
kid  here  you  should  look  at.” 

The  next  step  in  the  process 
is  to  send  out  literature  on 
Saint  Joseph’s  to  the  pros¬ 
pects  and  invite  them  to  make 
a  campus  visit.  As  a  follow  up 
to  a  visit  there  are  countless 
phone  calls  to  the  recruit. 
There  is  also,  according  to 
Hogan,  the  task  of  making 
sure  all  the  financial  aid 
papers  are  in  order. 

Finally  there  comes  the 
point  when  a  recruit  makes  a 


commitment  to  attend  SJC. 
One  question  is,  how  does  one 
define  commitment? 

If  you  have  read  a  news¬ 
paper  or  watched  television  in 
the  last  week,  you  would  have 
heard  about  high  school  bas¬ 
ketball  players  signing  to  at¬ 
tend  NCAA  Division  I  schools. 
Almost  all  of  those  players 
signed  what  is  called  the  na¬ 
tional  letter  of  intent. 

The  letter  of  intent  is  not 
subscribed  to  by  all  NCAA 
schools.  According  to  men’s 
basketball  coach  George 
Waggoner,  about  all  of  the 
270  Division  II’s  and  none  of 
the  Division  III  schools  use 
the  letter. 

Saint  Joseph’s  is  one  of  the 
schools  that  does  not  sub¬ 
scribe  to  the  letter  of  intent. 
The  school  can  sign  an  athlete 
to  an  institutional  letter,  but 
an  institutional  letter  does 
not  bind  the  recruit  to  the 
school  he  signs  with. 

“An  institutional  letter  is 
bound  only  by  my  good  faith 
and  yours,”  says  Waggoner.
